Twenty-eight thousand Federal troops, 
it is said, are converging upon the Vera 
Cruz revolutionary zone. They are 
under command of Generals Joaquin 
Amaro, Juan Andres Alamazan and 
Fuesto Topete. 

President Obregon has issued a man- 
ifesto to the people calling on them for 
support against the military coup, 
branding it:aé ea conspiracy against the 
common people. on the part of Treaction- 
ary conservatives.

Revolutionary forces left here last night 
for Jalapa, capital of the State of Vera 
Cruz and 55 miles northwest of this city, 
where it’ was Teported ,200 men loyal to 
Governor Tejada had Tallied other ele- 
ments about them, including agrarians 
armed by 'the State, and declared their 
intention of offering resistance to the 
Sanchez-Huerta movement. 

More than 4,000 men were sent toward 
the city from various directions. They 
are reported to have made contact with 
the enemy a little after midnight and to 
have occupied the railroad station and: 
some of the outlying streets. Reports 
early this morning were to the effect 
That the occupation of the remainder of 
the city was expected during the day. 

General Sanchez has been in telegraph 
communication with the chief of the 
loyal forces in Jalapa endeavoring to ar- 
range for the latter’s peaceful capitula- 
tion, pointing out to him the uselessness 
of resistance in the face of the over- 
whelming odds. 

Wireless dispatches’ received at the 
rebel headquarters are said to confirm 
the optimistic belief ‘of the leaders_re- 
garding the final result of the moyement, 
to which additional military chiefs dre 
adhering.

LUXOR, Egypt, Dec. 8.—Luxor nowa- 
days is just a golden lyric. An unclouded 
azure blue domes a landscape brilliant 
and shimmering at noonday, while at 
dawn and sunset nature play a tender 
and soft symphony of colored tones. But 
of all noonday brilliance none is brighter 
than that in the Valley of the Tombs of 
the Kings, where the rocky sides of this 
royal necropolis catch and deflect the 
burnished gold of sunshine. 

Yet. descend thirty feet into the earth 
from the centre of this valley and from 
this morning one will emerge in sepul- 
chral darkness, illuminated in one corner 
by the searching radiance of 10,000 can- 
dlepower electric lamps. This blinding 
light plays steadily and unblinkingly on 
the largest area of plated gold in exis- 
tence in theworld today. It plays not 
only én the sheen of gold enwrapping the 
outer shrine in the mortuary chapel of 
the tomb of Tut-ankh-Amen, but its un- 
winking effulgence now streams vividly 
across the front of the second shrine 
which is enclosed within the first canopy. 

Until yesterday it had been possible to 
pee the second shrine only by peering 
through the doors: of the outer.canopy, 
but yesterday’s work by Howard Carter 
and his staff resulted in the removal of 
the doors of the outer shrine, leaving the 
exquisitely decorated second canopy open 
to view. 

At this moment, although the Theban 
gunshine is glaring its rays are soft. 
They merely add warm piquancy to the 
tone of the Theban atmosphere. 

But inside the mortuary chapel it is a 
different story. Three white men, di- 
vested of all superfluous clothing, move 
warily across the eastern end of the 
mortuary chapel. There is but little air 
penetrating down in these sepulchral re- 
gions, and the strong electric lights pro- 
wide an unwelcome central heating sys- 
tem. @The atmosphere inside the tomb is 
both tense and oppressive.

ROME, Dec. 8.—Alberto de Stefani, | 
Minister of Finance, speaking before ; 
the Senate today, announced that in the } 
first five months of the present fiscal 
year, for two-thirds of which he was re- 
sponsible, he had reduced the deficit by 
about one billion lire and that during 
the last fiscal year, for two-thirds of 
which he was responsible,-he had re- 
duced the deficit by about one’ billion 
lire. 5 

He predicts that the deficit for 1924-25 
will be 700,000,000 lire. He reminded the 
Senate that in his speech in Milan about 
@ year ago he prophesied that for the 
present fiscal year the deficit would be 
2,006,000,000 lire. Despite the serious 
events which have been occurring in Eu- 
rope and which have had bad effects on 
Italian finance, during the first five 
months of the present fiscal year he 
had spent 362,000,000 lire less than he 
had expected and had increased his 
revenue 100,000,000 lire, he said. 

If he could maintain this situation, he 
stated, the total deficit for this year 
would be somewhere about 1,600,000,000 


lire. He thought the deficit would not 
ceed 700, 000 lire. result = 


200, the army, navy and air 
force, which is deemed n by 
the present disturbed condition of Eu- 
rope. The expense of maintaining 200,- 
000 volunteer Fascisti militia remains 
unaltered at 25,000,000 lire.- 

The Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs 
has been able this year to announce no 
deficit, while the railroad deficit has 
been cut in half. The railroad deficit, 
which has been as high as 1,500,000,000 
lire in t years, was expected to 
about 700,000,000 during the present fis- 
cal year.

The Minister of Finance announced 
that unemployment in Italy was in con- 
stant diminution and was now practi- 
cally insignificant.

KAISER’S COURT AID 
READ OUT OF FAMILY 


Count Robert Zedlitz und Truetz- 
schler Repudiated for Attack- 
ing High Officers. 





BERLIN, Dec. 8.—Count Robert Zed- 
litz und Triitschler, former Marshal of 
the Court of Emperor William II., has 
been read out of his own family and ex- 
pelled from all the organizations of offi- 
cers_of the old German Army because 
of his recent book, ‘‘Twelve Years at 
the German Court,’’ in which he spoke 
disparagingly of the Kaiser, Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg and_ other officers 
of high rank. 

He charged these officers with a fawn- 
ing attitude toward the Kaiser, who was 
represented as treating them as if they 
were dogs and slaves. 

The announcement of the attitude 
taken by the House of Zedlitz has been 
published here, signed by Baron Eber- 
hard von Zedlitz und Neukirch, eldest 
member of the former Cqdurt Marshal’s 
familv.

r. | LAND SETTLEMENT IN SOUTH 


By CAROLINA. 

’ A serious effort is being made in the 
State of South Carolina to bring about, 
the resettlement of lands that have been 
@bandoned, for of its 19,500,000 acres 


less than 5,000,000 acres are under cul- 


tivation. Fewer and fewer white farm- 
érs live on their farms. Thirty-eight 
thousand families live there as tenants 
only. Nine thousand families have 
meved away to the cotton mills and 
lumber camps during the last two years. 
Moreover,, thousands ‘of negroes have 
migrated from the large estates, leaving 
their owners literally beggared for Want 
of labor, and thousands of acres are 
falling Back into thé wilderness from 
which the earlier settlers recovered the 
land. The boll weevil has become a 
greater burden than even the grasshop- 
per was in other ages and other regions. 
There has come a time for new pio- 
neering and the State has set about this 
work with all the vigor of a pioneer 
settler.’ Under the chairmanship ef for- 
mer Governor RicHARD I. MANNING, & 
South Carolina land settlement commis- 
sion, appointed under a joint resolution 
of the Legislature of South Carolina, has, 
@ year’s study of conditions at 

home and of land colonies in California, 
Wisconsin and North Carolina, just 
made. a report to the Governor -urging 
the ¢éstablishment of an unpaid land 
ownership board to which the State-shall 
make. an initial loan ef $300,000 for the 
purpose of beginning first of ‘all the re- 
settlement of its own “ landless” peo- 
ple as permanent. owners. Thése -ad- 
vances to the new settlers are to be se- 
cured by mortgage on the reoccupied 
land. Beyond this, the qualified voters 
of the State are te be asked at the next 
general election to vote upon the issu- 
ance of bonds in the amount of a million 


of interest not to exceed 6 per cent. and. 
for a period not. to exceed thirty-six 
years. It ig emphasized that this is not 
a charity, but a “ straight-out business 
proposition.” It is merely a ‘lending of 
the State's credit, with certainty of re- 
turn upon its investment.

To bring about, however, 
any material rediction in the cost of 
cotton goods it will. be necessary to 
start with cheaper cottén: ‘This ma- 
terial has recently cost three. times 
what used to be considered the normal. 
No conceivable. change in machinery 
would. equal a fraction of the differ- 
ence between 12-cent and 37-cent ‘cot- 
ton. The remedy for the high cost 
of cotton goods must be sought in the 
fields: where the cotton ia grown. This 
fact would seem to indicate the direc- 
tion of really effective work for Mr. 
Ford. Let him buy a plantation and 
put it under expert management. The 
use of selected seed, ‘enough fertilizer, 
proper. cultivation. and an adequate 
campaign against insect pests would 
result in the production ‘of two or 
three times the quantity of cotton per 
acre now grown and at corresponding- 
ly lower. cost. Inventive genius might 
even solve the problem of picking the 
crop. by machinery. A contrivance of 
this: kind was recently reported from 
Australia. Aside from the advantage 
gained personally in ‘the carrying out 
of such a plan, the object lesson af- 
tordedby it to all other planters could 
not fail to be of profit to the entire in- 
dustry. It might even result in mak- 
ing 10-cent cotton a-profitable crop.

A final report 
from the De- 
Partment 
of Agriculture 
on this year’s 
cotton crop is to appear on Wednes- 
day. The general supposition is that 
it will show about 10,000,000 bales, or 
a little less. Yesterday’s report of cot- 
ton ginned up 'to Dec. 1 showed nearly 
9,250,000 bales. Of this amount Texas 
furnished nearly 4,000,000 bales. ‘With 
this showing it would not be aston- 
ishing if the total for the season went 
over the 10,000,000 mark. But the 
real yield ‘will not be really known 
until March -next, when the Census 
Bureau's report. will be given out. 
It--begins toleok as though trad- 
ers had more than’ discounted the 
effect of -the “comparatively. small 
crop, becausé’ of the apparent tna- 
bility to. sustain the high quotations 
recently reached. The past week wit- 
messed some notable drops in spots and 
futures, one day showing a clear de- 
cline of over 100 points, or more than 
$5 per bale. There are; however, still 
some enthusiasts who.are, or profess 
to’ be, convinced that 40-cent cotton 
may yet come. In England the Lanca- 
shire American cotton. spinners voted 
for a 24-hour week for 38 per cent. of 
the spindles and a 32-hour week for 
28. per cent... Because of this, or- 
ganized ‘short time work ceased on 
Dec. 1, and some other form of trade 
control is regarded as a possibility. 
The price disturbances have had the 
effect of unsettling -the goods mar- 
ket. here. Second har@is began to 
let” go. of ' some. of their holdings 
on. the declines in the raw ma- 
terial. But the mills are holding fast 
to their prices when they are not ad- 
vancing them, claiming that they are

A certain young salesman who, follow- 
ing the loss of his position through the 
failure of his employers, had filed- an 
application for a job with a prominent 
cut-of-town concern in-his line, Was -re- 
cently asked by the sales manager to 
present himself at a local hotel for an 
interview. “This he did, and to him was 
offered the chance of becoming assistant 
to the concern’s salesman in the metro- 
politan district. ‘The job carried a fairly 
attractive salary, and the applicant was 
told that he would be given plenty of 
time to make good. He was further told 
bythe sales manager that, if he did 
nothing more than turn up good ‘“‘leads”’ 
for the senfor salesman, the  cohcern 
would consider him satisfactory. 

Much to the sales manager's surprise 
the young man promptly declined the 
job. When pressed for a reason he sim-" 
ply answered that, although -he .needed 
a@ position very: badly, he could not af- 
fcrd to play second fiddle to any other 

man. ‘Thinking that he was dealing with+ 
a pees of exalted ego, the sales manager 
took it upon himself t& offer some ad- 
vice. He had not gone. far, however, 
when the ex-applicant checked him. _ 

“Tt is not a case of ‘big head’ with me, 
Mr.- —,”” he said. ‘it is a straight 
business proposition. I -can’t afford to 
accept your offer. I'd rather work for 
you in some other territory or for some- 
body else at less money than to get the 
erumbs of a territory like this. It 
might work out all right: for the house, 
and the senior salesman might benefit 
from my work, but where would I come 
in? 

‘"To begin with, I could not work on 
any account that the other man wanted 
reserved for him,-because you have'told 
me that I-would be directed down here 
by him, rather than by you. This.means 
that I would get only the small fry in 
the territory, or buyers that have quit 
doing business with the’ house because 
they are ‘sore’ about something. ‘This 
class of buyers is the hardest to sell in 
any territory, because’ nine out ‘of ten 
of them are suspicious that something 
is going to be put over on them again. 

“They are right; too. Many things aré 
done to the small buyer that are never 
done ‘to the big one. His complaints 
don't get the attention the big. buyer’s 


‘do; his shipments are held up when 


goods are scarce, so that the big buyer 

may get his. When he gets a little slow 

s dunned for money in a way a big 
atk is rarely, if ever bothered. He 
is. frequently .tricked into buying too 
much or buying things he shouldn’t buy, 
because he is unimportant, while it is 
very rarely that a salesman sets out 
deliberately to fool a big: buyer in this 
way. If the latter’s judgement is faulty 
and he makes a mistake, the house will 
usually let-him return the merchandise 
or accept his cancellation rather than 
lose his business. ‘The little fellow, on 
the other hand,) must pay for his mis- 
takes. You can’t blame him for being 
suspicious, and it is this suspicion that 
makes him much harder to sell than the4 
average big buyer. 

“ this‘is the little buyer..who 
is too easy to sell, either because he does 
not know how to buy or because com- 
peting houses in the line won’t ‘sell to 
him for some reason. This type. of 
buyer is even harder for the-salesman 
to handle properly than the small man 
who is ‘ good,’ but suspicious. In either 
case the business placed is small, and it 
might not: total inva week.as much as 
the other;man can dig out of his big 
accounts in half a day. . With my salary 
based very largely on the amount of 
business I turn in, it is-obvious: that 
there is no real future for me with you. 

“This is-made clear by your own as- 
sertion that I would. be satisfactory to 
the house if I did nothing. more than 

urn up good ‘leads’ for the other man. 
This means that any account I might 
work up to a point which made it look 
attractive would go to him any time he 
asked for it. I-wouldn’t blame fa.
